news services during World War I. 
He was one of Roosevelt's speech 
writers. 


The onetime editor of the Kansas 


City Independent,'the Denver Post 
and the Rocky Mountain News, 
was the author of several books, 
Most recent was "Russia's Race 
For Asia," in 1949.

GE Says U. S. Judge Went

TRENTON, N. J. (ft—An official of the General Electric Co. says 


a federal judge's order requiring the company to turn over to the pub- 
lic its light bulb patents goes further than Supreme court decisions 
would allow. 


GE vice' president Donald L. 


Millham made the statement Fri- 
day after being informed of the 
decision /by U. S. District Judge 
Phillip Forman. The judge ordered 
GE and six other incandescent 
lamp manufacturers to dedicate 
their patents to the public in order 
to break'up a monopoly. Forman 
found-GE and eight other firms 
guilty of monopolizing the indus- 
try in 1849.

seen the 105-page decision which 
capped the 12-year-long case, but 
that they had been informed gen- 
erally on the opinionrand:

They were un- 
able to see Walker's car go off the 
road. - 


How Walker managed to gain the

Reveal Political Big Shots 
Visit Labor Czar in Prison 


ALBANY, N. Y. W—Political and labor circles in New York and 


New Jersey reverberated today to echoes of an official disclosure that 
government and union officials visited labor racketeer Joseph S. (Joey) 
Fay in prison. 


The bombshell came Friday In 


the form of a list of Fay's visitors 
at Sing Sing prison released by the 
New York State Department of 
Correction. Airiong the more than 
80 names was that of Arthur H. 
Wicks, acting lieutenant governor 
of New York. 


Dewey Asks Probe 


The disclosure prompted ^a de- 


mand from Republican Gov. Thom- 
as E. Dewey for a "complete and 
satisfactory explanation." 


Wicks countered with a state- 


ment that his calls on Fay in Sing 
Sing prison were "a public service 
. . . to avoid labor troubles" in his 
state senatorial district. He said 
"I personally resent any implica- 
tion of wrongdoing on my part." 


Meanwhile, Paul L. Trpast, Re- 


publican candidate for governor of 
New Jersey, conceded he wrote a 
letter in 1951 to Dewey asking ex- 
ecutive clemency for Fay. But he 
told a news conference he knew 
the one-time construction labor 
boss only as a "business connec- 
tion and never socially." Troast 
said he saw "nothing Improper" in 
the letter.

blistered your fingers with matches 
trying to thaw it out, you'll appre- 
ciate a new collodial graphite lub- 
ricant. This comes in a. little can 
with a slender nozzle so that it can 
be squirted into the keyhole to keep 
the lock from greezing. The manu- 
facturer advises frequent use dur- 
ing extremely cold weather. 


Pipes exposed or so nearly ex- 


posed to the weather that they are 
apt to freeze can be insulated 
against this expensive trouble with 
an inexpensive new fiberglass insu- 
lation. Three inches wide, the roll 
of glass insulation is light and easy 
to wrap around pipes. 


If you're a new-home owner or 


just haven't yet attended to this 
task, don't forget to number win- 
dows, screens and storm windows. 
Kound tacks with raised numbers 
which are visible after painting can 
be pounded into the wood as you 
change the screens for windows.

For Saucers 


Waste space between shelves in 


a kitchen cabinet may be utilized 
by the installation of simple hang- 
ing shelves on which small items 
such as 'cups and saucers, salt and 
pepper shakers and bric-a-brac 
may be stored. 


Usually : small in size due to 


space limitations,'these shelves or 
dinarily are from six to eight 
inches wide and from twelve to 
twenty inches long. Make them 
from quarter-inch tempered hard 
board.

Earl Warren's Court Post Rewards 


Outstanding Service

The new chief justice of the United States, Earl Warren, 


is not a^veteran jurist But President Eisenhower evidently 
was convinced he possesses a proper judicial temperament, 
an understanding of'judicial problems, and a talent for man- 
aging thei Supreme court.

It is worth noting that two of the greatest chief justices 


in American history, John Marshall and Roger Taney, were 
not eminent- jurists before they came to the high court. 
Proven superiority on the bench is more a requirement to DC 
asked of the associate justices. 
Governing California for 10 years, Warren showed him- 


self always open-minded, receptive to new ideas, prepared 
to acknowledge achievement in any quarter—even the oppo- 
sition party. Though' he ran as a Republican, he was per- 
haps as close, to a genuine nonpartisan as a man could get 
while wearing a party label. 


: This inevitably was a source of continuing irritation to 


his partisan colleagues, but it recommended him for the deli- 
cate task of running the Supreme court. He is a natural 
.conciliatpr, and the consensus in the capital is that this court 
needs one. 
- 
Warren will be one of two Republicans on a court with 


seven Democrats. Moreover, within the Democratic group 
sharp divisions have occurred in the past. It will take the 
governor's full talents to keep the justices in reasonable 
harmony. 
, . , . . , 
As governor, Warren accomplished several judicial re- 


forms in his state. Then, too, he has signed some 10,000 
bills into law, and none yet has been upset by a judicial de- 
cision. So his early legal training apparently has stood him 
in good stead, and there is no reason to doubt that it will in 
this larger frame of responsibility.

The new court must tackle a number of ticklish issues 


not the least of which concerns racial segregation in the na- 
tion's schools. \Varren up to now has held a liberal view on 
civil rights'matters, but at the same time he is an advocate 
of greater state responsibilities in questions that affect fed 
eral-state relations. Again, his capacity for sound judgmen* 
of the country's welfare will be taxed heavily. 


For Warren, a man who aspired honestly to the presi 


dency without ever getting the "bug," there must be a spe 
cial satisfaction in winning the second most,important job 
in the United States. He gained it through yeans of fine 
public service, years in which he let ambition spur him on 
out never master him. Now he has his reward.

condition often comes in several 
members of the same family and 
this familial tendency has been 
noted by many doctors. 


Psoriasis is frequently associat- 


ed with certain kinds of arthritis, 
though just whRt the connection is 
when the two conditions do occur 
simultaneously is still debated. 


In psoriasis, the skin usually 


appears bright red and scaly on 
the surface. There is a sharp di- 
viding line between the normal 
skin and that which is affected by 
the disease. The skin around or 
near the elbows, knees, sculp and 
lower bnck is the most likely to 
be affected. 
The disease Is .rela- 


tively harmless as far as life.and 
general health are concerned.

Expert Gives Advice to-Ease Task 
Of Program Chairmen for Groups 


By KAY SHERWOOD 


If you're a woman you belong 


to an organization. It you're a 
homemaker with some civic in* 
terest and/or school-age' children, 
by golly you attend the meetings. 


And sooner or later you wind up 


on a committee with a program 
to prepare and a nervous stomach. 


Before the gavel bangs again 


and I'm left open-mouthed and 
perspiring to present the program, 
I consulted an expert to aee if 
there weren't some prop* to help 
amateurs like myself. Turns out 
there are. 


.Our expert is Irving J. Lee, pro- 


fessor of public speaking at North- 
western university, an 'accomplish- 
ed speaker and an author who. 
with his staff, has 
interviewed 


hundreds of speakers and audi- 
ences to compile data for such 
books as "How to Talk With Peo- 
ple." 


I posed a few basic, bothersome 


situations: What do we do as pro- 
gram chairman? How do we in- 
troduce a speaker? How do we 
give an interesting report? 


You're program chairman -with 


a visiting apeaker in tow: Make 
sure, the expert says, that the 
speaker understands how much 
time he has to talk before he ar- 
rives, and then remind him again 
at • program > time. 
' 


Be stern about limiting pre- 


speech club announcements tc an 
over-all maximum of IS minutes. 
As si matter of courtesy ask the 
speaker if he would prefer to sit 
in the wings, instead of on stage, 
until he's due to talk. 


Don't feel duty-bound to enter- 


tain the guest with lunch and 
friends, Lee 
emphasized. Most 


speakers would rather have a 
half hour of quiet to collect their 
thoughts than the rapid tour of 
city sights. 


You are going to Introduce the 


speaker: First, advises Professor 
Lee. forget the myth that the in- 
troduction has to be witty or full 
of jokes. That's the speaker's re- 
sponsibility. 


The best introduction avoids 


sugary superlatives, It tells sim- 
ply who the speaker is,. what his 
attainments are, why he's there 
and what he's supposed to do. 


Maximum time should be* two 


and a half minutes, says the ex- 
pert. If you don't trust your mem- 
ory, write the information on a 
card (paper 
rustles in jittery 


hands) and read it. 


You're giving the re|tort or 


•ne«'ch yourself: Prepare and out- 
line a week before the meeting, 
Lee advises. Write it down and 


learn the outline, but'not the'pre- 
cise words you'll say. 
• • • 


Don't fret about your grammar, 


your voice, your gestures or your 
facial expressions. Think only oC 
explaining idea*. Use everyday 
words, marsh'al all pertinent de- 
tails. 


Rehears the report by yourself 


out loud a few days before th« 
meeting. Only purpose of rehearsal 
is.to time yourself'and to see if 
you know the outline. 


Greatest evil in report-giving, 


says this expert, is not knowing 


how long you'll talk. He advise* 
keeping the card outline at hand. 


Once in front of the audience, if 


your knees start to shake or butter- 
flies flutter in the stomach, hang 
on to something—a chair, lectern 
or table. 
' 
. 


One comforting fact this re- 


search turned up is that no matter 
how nervous the speaker is (short 
of fainting away) 90 per cent of the 
audience won't sense her distress. 
Not one person in 10 will spot 
grammatical errors either. 


Clothes have a direct bearing on 


audience attention: An unusual 
costume, a show-stopping hat or 
bold color combinations will keep 
the audience successfully distract- 
ed from any nervousness you may 
display.

Use Honey, 
Good Flavor 


' There's lots of honey on the mar- 
ket. Let's use it to add new flavor 
to cakes, cookies and muffins. 


You can substitute honey for 


sugar in many of your favorite

It has practically the same sweet- 
ening power as sugar, measure for 
measure. 


In recipes calling for a small 


amount of sugar, such as muffins, 
breads and rolls, honey can re- 
place the sugar measure for meas- 


I vire. No other change is needed. 
I 
For cakes and cookies, which re- 


1 quire a large amount of sugar, 


honey can be used measure for 
measure, but the amount of liquid, 
called for in the recipe must be 
reduced by one-fourth cup for each 
cup of honey used, or In the same 
proportion for parts of a cup. For 
example, if one-half cup of honey 
is used, reduce the liquid by two 
tablespoons.' 


Miss Cook suggests that vanilla 


be omitted from cakes in which 
honey-is used. Also, she warnd that 
baking temperatures should 'be 
•moderate (350 degrees to 375 de- 
grees). Products made with honey 
tend to brown more rapidly than 
those containing sugar. 


Make sure your saucepans have 


tight fitting covers. Such covers 
keep steam in the pan, _ make' for 
uniform cooking, and allow you to 
cook with low heat and a small 
amount of water or other liquid.

More Probable 


But it is a little more probable 


that Berla was captured alive. 


If so, he perhaps presents a par- 


ticular problem to the Soviet "con- 
fession" extraction experts. Beria 
is tough. He knows their tricks 
and devices. It could also be that 
he knows those tricks so well, he 
won't resist. Even in the strongest 
of cases, however, it seems to take 
a long time for the Communists 
to get anyone absolutely ready for 
a show trial. 


If Bcria is to be shown at a trial, 


then ,it seems likely other will 
stand'trial with him as co-conspir- 
ators.

Dixon Lumbering Operations Provide Walnut for Furniture 


WITH THE TREE SECTIONED AND TRIMMED, the long haul to a floating ramp starts. "Skidders" 
attach logs to the rear of a tractor, dragging them to a ramp on the southeast bank of the island. 
Workmen (above) are about to "spin" a log into the river where "log rollers" await to assemble them 
for the trip downstream to the south river bank. They will float a raft of 100 logs, the largest since 


operations started a few days ago on the island. 


HIP-DEEP IN ROCK RIVER, log rollers pause a moment for the cameraman before pushing a log into 
position, making up the raft. When logs reach the island bank via tractor, a lever on the tractor rolls 
them into the water. The average log is about 20 inches in diameter and 10 to 12 feet long. Trees 
on the island are approximately 60 feet high. When all logs are assembled, a chain encircling them is 


secured, holding the raft together. 


TONS OF LOGS ARE MOVED DOWNSTREAM by the current and two motor-boats, one at the far 
end of the raft, another transporting the cameraman. The operation is slow, but efficient as hundreds 
of dollars in future furniture are edged to the south bank where hoisting them from the river is the 
next task. In the background is the Public Service Co. hydroelectric plant and beyond, the Galena 


avenue bridge.
